1501-31 N. Blackstone Ave. - C-15-179 — Jake Lingo of Integrated Community Development proposes a four-
story mixed use development with 91 affordable residential units (1, 2 and 3 bedroom), community room, on-site
parking and 8,500 square feet of ground floor retail space. Located along Blackstone Avenue Bus Rapid Transit
(BRT) Corridor and zoned C-M (Commercial & Light Manufacturing).
